Didsbury residents ‘cross’ about Shantz Crossing 


Councillors vote to form committee to review options for debated project

“This is the community 
feedback we’ve been look¬ 
ing for,” said Mayor Brian 
Wittal near the end of the 
Shantz Crossing special 
council meeting. “Wish we 
had it two years ago." 

April 11 saw a packed 
house for eager residents to 
discuss and listen in on the 
special discussion and ver¬ 
dict of the Shantz Crossing 
Business Park construction 
contracts. 

The project ’s construction 
contracts were the spark of 
a debate at the March 27 reg¬ 
ular council meeting, follow¬ 
ing a petition to appeal the 
directional signage project 
the town had sought to 


undertake. 

Council motioned to delay 
awarding the contract and 
form a committee consisting 
of Conn. Lavar Adams, 
Coun. Rick Mousseau, 
Wayne Poffenroth, and an 
associate of Poffenroth’s, to 
review the Shantz Crossing 
project and make an 
informed, collaborative 
decision before going 
forward. 

Idle special council meet¬ 
ing opened with Wittal giv¬ 
ing the full-house audience a 
quick history on how the 
Shantz land came to lie, 
voicing his confidence in the 
project, which was his in¬ 
sistent attitude on the mat¬ 
ter over the course of the 
meeting. 

“()ur engineers know what 
they’re doing, we have confi¬ 


dence in them," said Wittal, 
after explaining the success 
with the award-winning 
stormwater/wetlands proj¬ 
ect the town completed 
under budget in the past. 
“Yes there Is risk, but this 
lias opportunity. We don't 
want to sacrifice the money 
already invested and walk 
away. It didn’t sit good with 
me, tliat that was something 
smart to do with taxpayer 
dollars." 

Two presenters, Ric 
Wohlgnuilh and Wayne 
Poffenroth, appealed liefore 
council their concerns about 
the risk of the project and 
the potentially steep debt 
increase it would cost the 
town, on top of already-ris¬ 
ing taxes. 

Wohlgmuth presented 
facts directly pulled from 


the town's 2012 budget, 
which projected $2,500 in 
taxes for every person in 
Didsbury in 2013, and a debt 
increase of up to $12.5 mil¬ 
lion in 2013, up from $4.0 
million in 2011. 

Wohlgmuth also reiterated 
previous concerns over the 
lack of announced pre-sales 
on Shantz lots. 

“We may not have any 
other recourse but to peti¬ 
tion municipal affairs for an 
inspection or audit of the 
town," added Wohlgmuth in 
response to the project tax 
and debt hike in 2013 and 
t he gamble he felt the Shantz 
Crossing project was. “I’m 
not a big gambler, 1 do not 
want to lie in that level of 
debt... 1 love this town, I 
don’t want to lx* in debt. 
You’re responsible for us, we 


elect you.” 

Wittal replied with an 
explanation of the inbalance 
in tax bases in Didsbury, 
stating that Shantz Crossing 
would create a larger oppor¬ 
tunity for the commercial- 
industrial tax base, which 
would mean less taxation 
bleeding into residential 
taxes. 

As for the “gamble" of 
Shantz, Wittal stated that the 
project was a “calculated 
risk". 

“We Ix'lieve, for the town, 
that it’s the best thing we can 
do to establish long-term 
business," said Wittal. “We’re 
very concerned [about the 
debt) too, I don’t want to see 
it either... However, this 
land is ready to move on and 
build hard and fast. We 
believe by hal ing it move 


forward, we will be there in 
time to lx>at the next nuyor 
boom. This is the best 
opportunity to get business¬ 
es into Shantz." 

Wohlgmuth, however, |X'r- 
sisted with his concerns 
about the risks involved 
with Shantz, describing the 
situation as having “all eggs 
in one basket”. 

“I don’t know what else to 
say, we have done our due 
diligence as best we can. We 
can do it, we have the 
expertise,” Wittal replied. 

Poffenroth echoed similar 
concerns to Wohlgmuth 
when it came to the risks 
involved with Shantz, 
appearing before council 
with insight on the matter 
from his personal business 
experience in development.

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“It’s hard to get business 
out here," Poffenroth 
explained. 

“Businesses are better 
off to pay for a location in 
Airdrie or Calgary where 
there are more people. I’m 
not saying we shouldn’t do 
litis, hut it is so risky. 
Things right now scare 
me." 

Poffenroth added that a 
lot of developers were 
interested in Didsbury its a 
more high-end residential 
community, which echoed 
residents’ concerns about 
focusing on repairing exist¬ 
ing infrastructure in the 
town, a matter that Wittal 
did not disagree on. 

“Everyone in the room is 
saying the same thing,” 
said Poffenroth. 

“The backlash over this 
decision will not be 
fun." 

Poffenroth suggested 
that the town delay award¬ 
ing the contract and form a 
committee of some sort 
with residential involve¬ 
ment to “do a bit more 
homework".

However, Wittal repeated 
that the project risked los¬ 
ing potential buyers by hav¬ 
ing its development 
delayed, but Poffenroth 
said that in the long run, 
that may not have been a 


terrible thing. 

“You’re encouraged to 
think this over, it’s very, 
very serious, and can’t be 
rushed,” said Poffenroth. 
“I’m very passionate about 
this too, I would love to see 


more commercial-indust ri¬ 
al in Didsbury, but boy, 
you’re coming after this 
hard and heavy. These are 
real numbers, and it’s 
scary...it will be an uphill 
battle in sales and with the 


whole town. There are so 
many things you can do by 
slowing down and thinking 
it over. If you jump in with 
no sales, it’s desperate, and 
desperate mistakes cost 
everybody.” 


“We need to bring the 
community together,” said 
Chief Administrative 
Officer Roy Drown, follow¬ 
ing Wohlgmuth's and 
Poffenroth’s presentations. 
“If we don’t have people 
working together, our 
chance of success is much, 
much less.” 

“In light of what we have 
heard tonight, the informa¬ 
tion was enlightening mid 
informative, from my per¬ 
sonal view, our best inter¬ 
est is to hold off on voting 
tonight," said Coun. I^avar 
Adams. 

Working from 

Poffenroth’s suggestion, 
council moved to form the 
review committee of 
Adams, Mousseau, 

Poffenroth, and a fourth 
individual, as well as any 
other councillor who was 
interested in attending. 

No vote was made on 
awarding the construction 
contracts, but a decision 
must be made by April 24, 
as potential lot buyers only 
have until April 29 before 
they no longer have to hold 
onto their positions.

Black bin maintenance 
and cleaning proved a 
stinky topic at the regular 
committee of the whole 
meeting on April 10. 

The Town of Didsbury 
had received a complaint 
from a resident that after 
12 years, their black rollout 
garbage bin could no 
longer be cleaned out prop¬ 
erly, and was beginning to 
smell. 

The resident wanted to 
know if the bin could be 
traded for a new one. 

The rollout garbage bin 
was an original black bin 
from when the town went 
to the rollout system in 
2000. 


The bins have a predicted 
life expectancy of 20 years, 
but replacement of the bins 
due to age is not covered in 
the Rollout Cart Policy 
#4002. 

Councillors discussed 
whether or not a full 
replacement of the 1,100 
black bins was necessary 
at this time, while keeping 
in mind the 300 black bins 
currently in their inventory 
(with the cost of new bins, 
based on the previous time 
of purchase, running at $65 
a bin). 

“What do we deem to be 
the life cycle, when do we 
replace them, and what do 
we recommend to resi¬ 
dents?” asked Mayor Brian 
Wittal, while considering 
the cost of bin replace¬ 
ment. “If we replace on 


smell and cleanliness, 
where do we draw the 
line?" 

However, council did 
determine that if the bin is 
damaged, the bin can be 
given to the town to repair. 
It is also possible for a res¬ 
ident to pay for a new bin 
on their own through the 
town if they wish. 

In the meantime, resi¬ 
dents were recommended 
to clean out their black 
bins in anticipation of 
warm spring and summer 
weather, which could 
potentially make the bins 
messier, and a bit more 
smelly. 

Garden hoses and clean¬ 
er, or a pressure washer 
were a few options dis¬ 
cussed for cleaning the 
bins.

Paint jobs the cause of vehicle vandalism

RCMP reported two 
instances of unknown indi¬ 
viduals spray-painting vehi¬ 
cles in Didsbury, as well as 
another, possibly unrelated 
car vandalism.

There was also a vehicle 
reported to have had its

RCMP say they are not 
sure if this damage was an 
attempted break-in, as 
nothing was found missing 
from inside the vehicle, or 
an act of vandalism that 
may or may not be related 
to the spray-painting 
incidents. 

“The damage happened 
in a close vicinity, hut 1 
can’t say that the damage 


between the window and 
the spray-painting is relat¬ 
ed,” said Cpl. Warren 
Wright. 

No suspects have been 
indentified for any of the 
incidents at this time, said 
police. 

“We’re looking for some¬ 
one who has a reasonable 
purpose for having spray 
paint, and are looking for 
information with people 
walking around with spray 
paint cans," said Wright.

Council begins discussion 
on dressing room solution 

Temporary and permanent solutions 
reviewed, no motion passed

Review Straff 

Possible options for a 
new arena dressing room 
were discussed during the 
committee of the whole 
meeting on April 10, in 
order for councillors to get 
a feel for the best possible 
solution to the lack of 
dressing room space at the 
Didsbury Memorial 

Complex. 

Five possible solutions 
were presented to council, 
each with its own cost, esti¬ 
mated time of develop¬ 
ment, and pros and 
cons. 

One such option, which 
was presented with more 
favourable pros than cons, 
was to initiate a capital 
project to add four dress¬ 
ing rooms and a corridor 
on the south side of the 


arena, mirroring the origi¬ 
nal dressing rooms. 

The project, which had a 
projected cost of $800,0(H) 
over a two- to three-year 
period, would be a perma¬ 
nent solution that adds 
good-quality dressing 
rooms, frees up space for¬ 
merly used as dressing 
rooms in the arena for 
other needs, and has no 
noise conflict with the 
Multi-F’urpose Room. 

However, with a new 
installation would come 
potential code upgrades, 
which could add an addi¬ 
tional cost onto the project 
that was not projected. 

Other options were to 
convert the Hog Line Room 
in the curling arena, repur¬ 
pose the practice rink, add 
dressing room trailers on 
the west side of the arena, 
or build an additional full- 
size rink with dressing 


rooms and services. 

The latter option would 
cost $7 million, and while 
the arena would gain 
$160,000 in revenue, coun¬ 
cillors agreed that the rev¬ 
enue gain would not make 
up for the total 
purchase. 

The other options would 
potentially yield dressing 
rooms of poor quality, far 
from the lobby, and would 
not necessarily be perma¬ 
nent solutions. 

It would also mean a loss 
of space, especially in 
repurposing the practice 
rink, which would see a 
$80,000 loss in revenue. 

Council did not pass a 
motion as the topic was 
merely up for discussion. 
However, it was noted that 
fundraising could always 
be done to pay for an 
option if one was chosen in 
the future.
